Spaniards who favor annexation are 
not impelled by any love for the United 
States. They hate Americans, but they 
neem to wish some sort of guarantee 
as to their property and business in- 
terests. 


"We do not desire free trade with the 


United States if the independence oC 
our country were established. 
We 


should require revenues to support our 
government, and we would find it nec- 
essary to raise them by custom duties. 
What we would wish would be a spe- 
cially devised system of tariff duties 
between the two counties, making the 
rates as low as practical and to the mu- 
tual advantage ot both countries."

three days in discussion, decided the 
other day to postpone for a year the 
final determination of sites for the 
monuments to be erected to those he- 
roes of the civil war, says the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Chicago 
Inter Ocean. At the meetings it was 
agreed that the location of the Grant 
memorial shall govern the selection of 
sites for the statues of Sheridan and 
McClellan. 
As the sculptors are to 


have a year to work on ^plans for the 
Grant memorial, the final location of 
the others will be held in abeyance un- 
til a selection has been made for them. 


The commissioners hope to be able 


to group the three great generals of 
the civil war in the territory south of 
the treasury, the White House and the 
state, war and navy building. Sher- 
man's statue is now being erected 
south of the treasury building, and 
plans will be invited for locating the 
Grant memorial directly south of the 
White House or in the space south of 
the state, war and navy building on a 
line with the location of the Sherman 
statue. If that to Grant is placed 
south of the White House, then the 
monument to Sheridan will be put 
south of the state, war and navy build- 
ing. 
This would place Grant in the 


center and Sherman and Sheridan 
eacli on one side. 


Tae commissioners believe the idea 


Is a happy one and hope for the sub- 
mission of plans that will make it pos- 
sible of consummation. 
Should the 


grouping project be carried out it is 
probable that the McCleyan statue will 
be erected in tbe circle at the inter- 
section of Massachusetts and Florida 
avenues.

of Canvas—Her Ma»t Will Be 150 
Feet Front Deck to Track.—Boom I* 
108 Feet 8 Iachc« Lons—BoUt of 
Halnaail T2 Feet 7 Incite*. 
B. B. Crowninshield, the designer of 


Thomas W. Lawson's cup defender In- 
dependence, has for the first time dl- 
rulged the rig of the yacht. It shows 
that Mr. Crowainshield has adopted 
many ingenious methods of rigging 
that prove ho is not a mere imitator. 
The designer has drawn a boat re- 
markable for ita power, its ease of 
model, gracefulness in lines and a sail 
plan decidedly unique. The surprise 
which was expressed when it was 
made known that the pole maet of 
Shamrock II would be 148 feet above 
the deck caused no end or wonder, but 
it is hard to presume what yachtsmen 
will think when they learn that the 
Boston designer has gone the Engllsl1 
de-signer, Watson, two feet better, says 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 


Here is what the official measure- 


ment of the Independence will show. 


Length of spinnaker polo, 70 feet; 


length of gaff, 03 feet 2 Inches; length 
of topmast measured from the houads 
or at such point as the measurer raay 
decide the hounds should be, 60 feet; 
80 per cent of topmast, 48 feet; height 
from the upper side cf tho main boom 
to the topsail halyard block, 145.73 feet;

In measuring for time allowance, If 


the gaff exceeds more than SO per cent 
of the topmast, such excess is added to 
the base line. The excess In the Inde- 
pendence is 15 feet 5 inches, which 
makes the base line 200 feet 5 inches. 


The dimensions of the spars and sails 


i are as follows: Mast, deck to truck, 150 


feet; mainmast, deck to band, 108 feet; 
mast bury, 7 feet; topmast, band to 
truck, 42 feet; main boom, 10S feet 5 
inches; s,aff, 63 feet 2 inches; club top- 
sail spars, 56 feet; bowsprit, outboard, 
25 feet 9 inches; mainsail area, 7,905.7 
square feet; topsail area, 1,260 square 
feet; club topsail area, 2,182 square 
feet; fore staysail area, 1,492 square 
feet; jib area, 1,583.7 square feet; No. 
2 jib area, 1,681 square feet; No. 3 jib 
area, 984 square feet; sail area, 14,611.4 
square feet. 


The sail area of the Columbia's spread 


was 13,135,45 square feet and that of 
the Shamrock 13,485.82 square feet. 
These figures show that the Independ- 
ence will have 1,125.08 square feet of 
canvas more than the Shamrock and 
1,475.95 square feet more than the Co- 
lumbia. 
The Shamrock gained con- 


siderable by being much shorter than 
the Columbia on the water line on her 
first measurement. After the first two 
races her water line'length was in- 
creased. 


The first measurements of these two 


yachts made the Columbia 89.66 feet 
on the water and Shamrock 87.69 feet 
on the water. For the last race the 
Shamrock's measurement was increas- 
ed to 88.98 feet. The racing length of 
the Columbia was 102.135 and that of 
the Shamrock 101.92 for th'e first two 
races. The racing length of the Inde- 
pendence, according to Designer Crown- 
inshield's plans, and figuring 89.95 as 
the water line length, which is almost 
tip to the limit, is 105.35. Based on 
these figures and according to the rules 
of the New York Yacht club, the Inde- 
pendence, over a 30 mile course, which 
is the distance sailed in the cup races, 
would have to allow 1m. 39s. to the 
Columbia. 


The boom of the Independence is 26 


inches in diameter at its thickest point 
and tapers slightly toward each end. 
It is 108 feet 5 inches in length. The 
Columbia's boom was 109 feet S inches 
and that of the Shamrock about 111 
feet. 


From the forward point of measure- 


ment to the after end of the main 
boom the Independence will measure 
185 feet. The length of the Colum- 
bia's base line was 1S1.G2 feet and of 
the Shamrock 1S9.13 feet. 
This will 


show that the Independence gains over | 
tbe Columbia on base line of tho sail 
plan as well as on the hoist. The gain 
is .3.43 feet, but it is 4.13 feet shorter 
than the base line of the old Sham- 
rock. 


The gaff of the Lawson boat is 63 


feet 2 Inches in length. Columbia's 
gaff measured 64.95 feet, and Sham- 
rock's 67.C4 feet, so that the Inde- 
pendence loses here. On these spars 
will be spread the largest area of can- 
vas ever carried on a single sticker. 
The mainsail will have a hoist of 12 


tho leech. The area of this piece of 
canvas is 7,905.7 square feet; Thegf>u 
topsail is 73.05 on the luff, 42 feet on 
the leech and 03 feet 2 inches on the 
foot, giving a total area of 1,260 square 
feet of canvas. 


Those who saw the Shamrock's club 


topsails marveled at their enormous 
size. Crowninsbield has given yachts- 
men something more to wonder at in 
the size of those of the Independence. 
The spars for the club topsails, of 
trhlch there are three of different sizes, 
£re made of spruce. The club of the 
largest is 57 feet and the sprit Is the 
same size. When hoisted, the head of 
the club topsails wilj be 172 f&ct 7 
inches above the deck. It will extend 
22 feet 7 laabes aboYe the trnck. On 
the luff this sail vrill measure 0-4- feet 
6 inches, on the leech 54 feet 2 inches 
and on tV feit SO fret 0 !noh<«. The 
area of this sailTwfl! b« 2,182 square 
feet. This, with the 'mainsail, will 
make the total area of the after tri- 
angle 10,381 sqrjare feet.

THE SPREAD OF MACHINERY. 


One of tbe Res«ona VThr Great Brit- 


ain I» Lonlnc Her Trade. 


The introduction of machinery in 


parts of the world where household 
manufactures havo hitherto almost 
monopolized Industrial life is a matter 
of great Interest, 8ay§ the New York 
Sun. Manufacturers, particularly 
in 


Great Britain, are beginning to feel 
soma effects of the new competition. 
Machinery is working a revolution In 
Borne of the industries of India. 


Before the • British occupied 
the 


peninsula India sent to foreign coun- 
tries only art fabrics or luxuries most- 
ly produced in the homes of the hum- 
ble workmen. These objects had a 
good sale abroad because they repre- 
sented the art development of tbe East 
Indians. They did not interfere with 
the trade of other countries because 
they were peculiar to India. Then the 
British overran the land and new 
phases of the export trade developed. 
For many years rice, wheat, raw cot- 
ton, 
oil seeds and raw jute have been 


large exports. The export trade of 
India has thus been pre-eminently re- 
lated to raw material. 


In the past few years, however, an- 


other great feature has been Introduced 
into this export trade. In consequence 
of the new departure In the manufac- 
turing industries through the introduc- 
tion of machinery a great deal of cotton 
and jute goods are now sent to foreign 
lauds, where they compete directly with 
the trade that England has built .up at 
the expenditure of much time and mon- 
ey. 


These observations with regard to In- 


dia may also be applied to Japan, whose 
factory interests are constantly grow- 
ing. Japan promises to become a com- 
petitor with the large cotton cloth pro- 
ducing countries in supplying her home 
trade and tbe oriental markets. Though 
there are now a considerable number of 
cotton mills in China, there seems to 
be no prospect that that country will 
cave a large influence in tbe cotton in- 
dustries of the world. 
All China Is 


likely to do is to supply a part of her 
home demand.

Dr. L. L. Seaman, formerly surgeon 


jrajor of the First engineers, United 
States volunteers, returned recently to 
bis bouse in New York after a consid- 
erable stay in China, during which he f 
Acquired information and views <pf the 
general situation there which form 
most Interesting topics of conversation, 
says the New Tort Sun. Dr. Seaman 
went to China to take command of the 
hospital ship Maine and was prepared 
to renew her supplies and contracts 
and extend her service for six months 
beyond the period for which she bad 
been prepared, but tbe need for the 
ship having passed in China Admiral 
Seymour had sent her home before Dr. 
Beaman arrived in the orient. 
The 


doctor thereupon went straight to Pe- 
king. 


In the winter be saw Li Hung Chang 


half a dozen times, professionally and 
eocially. Dr. Seaman says that tbe 
etories of. Earl Li's failing powers are 
untrue. He said that the aged states- 
man was all right and that at the -\ery 
time when the European press was 
reporting his breakdown he found the 
earl'out calling on the Chinese New 
dear's day, .Feb. 19, in one of tbe furi- 
ous windstorms that prevail in Peking, 
when the air is stifling with ancestral 
dust and one can scarcely see 15 feet. 
The doctor was astonished upon call- 
ing to find that Li himself was out in 
bis se&an chair making official calls. 
Later in the day, however, the doctor 
met him at -the British legation with 
Sir Edward Satow, the British embas- 
sador. Dr. Seaman says that of course 
Li cannot walk Jar. but that practical- 
ly he hasn't walked for 20 years, being 
moved everywhere in his chair, like 
other high Chinese officials, who sim- 
ply form that habit in their self indul- 
gence, and that any man refusing to 
use his limbs must of course expect to 
bave them atrophy. He said that Li's 
legs are hardly bigger than one's wrist, 
but that otherwise his physical condi- 
tion is excellent, and his intellect Is as 
strong as ever. 


It was Li's diplomacy all the while, 


Dr. Seaman said, to try to get the allies 
scrapping among themselves, feeling as 
be did that if this could be accomplish- 
ed China might escape, and it was this 
desire and purpose on his part which 
accounted for his attitude in favor of 
Russia. For certain distinguished Chi- 
nese diplomats abroad, who have also 
been serving their country, Dr. Sea- 
man has a profound admiration, grow- 
ing out of their success in cajoling the 
peoples to which they are accredited 
into the belief that the Chinese court 
was not responsible for the whole Box- 
er' rising, as Dr. Seaman says that it 
was, adding: "Minister Conger was en- 
tirely correct in his reports of the situ- 
ation. The present conditions in China 
are simply monstrous. 
The Chinesa 


were guilty of outrages upon tbe lega- 
tions and foreigners. 
Yes, but these 


bave been repaid a thousandfold with 
cruelties that make one's blood rise, 
•Atrocities-that are unspeakable. I will 
not arraign one nationality when there 
,were so many at it. But look at the ef- 
fect of these 'punitive expeditions'— 
hundreds of miles of territory devas- 
tated and the people ruined. 


"Why, the war was over when Pe- 


king was taken. There wasn't any 
fight left iu the Chinaman after that. 
He doesn't know how to fight. Even 
the Boxers and their sympathizers did 
not do much .in the way of real war. 
They would shoot away at the besieged 
legations at night and then in the day- 
time send in fruit, and then begin their 
ebooting again at night setting off fire- 
crackers to add to the din. That's their 
notion of warfare—to make a noise and 
scare away the spirits, foreign devils 
Included. Tbey won't learn anything; 
they are so fearfully proud and so 
scornful of everything and every one 
foreign. Their ignorance of the outside 
world is beyond comprehension. Why, 
even some of the officials actually 
.thought that a majority of all the for- 
eigners in tbe world were there in Chi- 
na when the troubles reached their cli- 
max. A modern battery of 100 Euro- 
peans or Americans mounted in tbe 
positions of tbe Boxers could have de- 
molished the legations in half a day, a 
work which the Boxers failed to accom- 
plish by their entire siege. 


"Tbe moral effect of tbe war has 


been entirely lost through events that 
bave happened since it began. Had 
Peking, that splendid capital, been raz- 
ed, its palaces, libraries and art treas- 
ures burned and its population put to 
the sword tbe punishment would bave 
been severe, bat tbe result would bave 
been Infinitely better. 
To bave re- 


served the city for loot and desecration 
has impressed the oriental with the 
Idea that these practices are virtues 
In the eyes of tbe foreign devil, and the 
hatred and ccntemjpt for him have been 
infinitely intensified. The influence of 
modern civilization baa been lost, and 
Centuries cannot repair tbe inestimable 
damage. 
; "But of these expeditions, in one of 
which 12,000 people were slaughtered 
in one day, every one of whom was 
Innocent, every one of whom was un- 
armed—wbat of them? The Chinese 
population of one entire city, all th? 
Russian soldiers could find, except -0 
men. at Btadagavinski, in Manoburia— 
liien. *vo«t«>n -,r"i ^htldr^n—were swept 
Info'Che ~A~miir "river at tbe point of'the 
bayonet-and drowned. I know this. 
A Russian officer who is a personal 
friend acknowledged it, saying that it 
made him blush for bis country and 
his people and humanity to bave to 
carry out such orders. And I bave the 
testimony of others. The 20 who es- 
caped were bought off for 40,000 ru- 
ftlec, paid to the officer who ordered 
this carnage, General Grodckow, now 
governor general of Manchuria, who 
bos since been decorated "With a dia- 
mond ~*wor4 for bis deed of horror.

Amur in that one day by the Russians 
was actually betwsen 12,000 and 13,- 
000. 


"These facts cannot be gainsaid; they 


speak for themselves and are open for 
the perception of all. And these ex- 
peditions of which I have spoken are 
despoiling the country in which com- 
mercial America is most interested. 
They have been sweeping through tie 
territory to which tile United States 
has been annually sending millions of 
pieces of goods and otber products of 
American manufacture, the provinces 
of Maachuria, Pe-chi-li and Shangtung. 
The British and Germans and French 
are laughing in their sleeves at all this, 
as it affects the commerce of the Unit- 
ed States only, of which they are in- 
tensely jealous. Their territory is not 
being invaded and despoiled. 
Their 


interests lie in tbe districts about Kan: 
chan, the valley of the Yang-i'se-Kiang, 
Tonquin and to the south, where as 
yet there is no war and no Interruption 
to foreign commerce. 


"Regarding the much talked of in- 


demnity, it is like killing tbe goose of 
the golden eggs. China simply" cannot 
pay the heavy indemnities which tbe 
powers are asking. It seems to me 
that, as they know this, the punitive 
expeditions are carried on with tbe dis- 
tinct aSm of making it unquestionably 
impossible for her to pay, so that the 
powers may in the end demand terri- 
torial compensation and so bring about 
the destruction of the integrity of "tbe 
empire. Tbe Chinese look upon the 
Americans as their saviors. 


"The proposed Hsi Au Fu expedition, 


going 500 miles through s. devastated 
country after the empress, was a bluff. 
The Germans didn't have the necessary 
transportation. 
Nobody except the 


Americans has any transportation in 
China worth talking about. The Ger- 
mans couldn't even take the Count von 
Waldersee up from Taku, and the Unit- 
ed States quartermaster had to lend 
them a mule team for that purpose. 


"Count von Waldersee. was not tbe 


only one who profited by our excellent 
and enviable transportation facilities. 
The Americans furnished a 40 mule 
train to take Sir Claude Macdonald 
down to tide water, and then the Brit- 
ish wanted to borrow another train to 
bring back his successor, but the Amer- 
icana said they couldn't spare any 
more. (They badn't sent so much as a 
thank you or a cold bottle in the way 
ot acknowledgment of what had been 
done, and our quartermaster thought 
it time to call a bait.) 


"But we've done more than trans- 


port them. We've clothed and kept 
warm large numbers of tbe Europeans 
there. We have sold them overcoats 
and underclothing and stoves. Count 
von Waldersee is enjoying the grateful 
heat of an American stove now. Both 
the transportation and the commissary 
service of the United States army bave 
been eye openers to tbe European ar- 
mies. Not one single Item of tbe com- 
missary's supplies ran out all winter 
until just before I came away, wheu 
the first complaint came in, and it was 
that tbe caviare bad run abort. And tbe 
reason for this was tbat oar people bad 
sold so much of 'it to others."

Speaking recently to the New York 


Journal's Paris correspondent, Camille 
Flamruarlon, tbe great French astron- 
omer, remarked tbat astronomical 
study had a noticeable tendency to pro- 
long human life.

My theory It that the con- 
templation of tbe beavent, wntte free- 
ing the student et aitronomy from 
earthly passions, at the lame time pro- 
cures for nlm serenity and lengeTity."

Old Style With Stuffed Head 


With Head of Felt. 


The old style, familiar drumstick for 


bass drums is made with the bead of sheep- 
skin or chamois, stuffed with yarn. Years 
ago the head of this sort of bass drumstick 
was made egg shaped; it is now common- 
ly made pear shaped antf secured to the 
stick, which is inserted into the head by 
winding around the neck of the head, with 
waxed cord. That part of the handle tbat 
is thus wound around is turned with a 
slight; flare in its shape, so that the bead 
cannot possibly slip off. 
This sort of 


drumstick is usually made with a hickory 
handle, though sometimes with a handle 
of rosewood. 


The modern drumstick for bass drums 


is made of felt. 
Three pieces of very 


thick felt of a size sufficient to form tho 
drumstick bead are pressed together into 
a compact body tbat is firm and solid 
and yet has somo degree of elasticity. 
This block of felt is bored transversely of 
its layers to receive the handle, and tbe 


j head is turned down to shape in a lathe, 


the felt drumstick being made with an 
apple shaped head. At the base of the 
hea3. and also at the top there is a metal 
cap, the cap at tbe top being ^ bald with a 
screw running through it into tbe end of 
the stick, tbe head being thus held be- 
tween two metal caps. Tbe handle is of 
rosewood. 


The felt drumstick has been in use 


about four years. It costs about three 
times as much as the old fashioned drum- 
stick, but it is inucb more durable and, 
more satisfactory in operation. Tbe yarn 
stuffed head witb long continued use flats 
down more or less when struck, and tho 
stitching of the seams is liable in the 
course of tima to draw out. The felt head 
preserves its shape and gives greater cer- 
tainty of execution. 


There is also made for bass drums a 


stick called a double header, having a 
head at each end. It is in appearance 
something like a dumbbell, except that 
the handle is longer than the handle of a 
dumbbell would be. and tbe beads ars 
made with one a little larger than the 
other. This Is a felfc headed stick. It is 
used in ruffling the drum, as is dono also 
with the old fashioned stick, In that case 
tho head and the end of tbe stick being 
brought alternately into play. The double 
header is used not in marching, but in 
orchestral playing only. 


Bass drumsticks are sometimes made 


to order, with head or handle of some spe- 
cial dimensions to suit the players.—New 
York Sun.

Such trees are comparatively 
short and grow rapidly in diameter. In 
dense stands, on the other hand, tae trees 
ore very tall, shed their louver branches 
early antl form long clear boles with nar- 
row compact crowns. The Douglas spruce 


and in case ot very old trees the stem then 
tapers within a few feet abruptly to a 
point, this Dortion being usually bent in 
the direction of the prevailing wind. 


The largest troe measured by the writer 


was 13 feet in diameter and had an csti- 
'jaated height of nearly SCO feet;. One ob- 
gorvcr states that h« measured a. tree in 
Washington 335 feet high and 15 feet in 
diameter. The oldest tree, whoso ago was 
determined during tbe present stndy, was 
about 400 years old, but specimens have 
been found with 700 annual rings on tho 
atnmp. 


Tho bark of the young trees ia light 


gray or white and is smooth, thin and 
covered with resin blisters. When 20 to 
80 years old, the bark becomes longitudi- 
nally cracked. In later life the color varies 
from dark brown, almost black, to a whit- 
ish gray, and often on oW trees it is red- 
dish or light brown tinged with yellow. 
At abon* 60 years of age the bark is six- 
tenths to nioc-taodis ot an inch thick 
and on old trees ttrec to sis inch? s or even 
mom.~»£>arestcr.

E. H. Sothern's Production of "Hang 


let'' at the Richmtnd Theater 


Sothern's "Hamlet" brought to the 


stage of the Richmond theater last 
evening what was in many respects 
the highest development of dramatic 
art ever shown inl North Adams, and 
•attracted to the house an audience 
which in size and culture rivalled that 
'of the memorable opening night of thp 
theater. It was the flrst time that the 
greatest of tragedies has been present- 
ed in this city with any attempt at 
thoroughness, and the flrst time that 
any of Shakespeare's plays have been 
seen here at their best, the best that 
the American stage today is capa- 
ble of. 
| 


Sothern's "Hamlet" has 
been 
the I 


source of great dispute antong Shake- 
spearean students and lovers of the 
drama, because it seemed so strange 
a thing for a comedian, or even a ro- 
mantic actor, to jump int o the most 
difficult of stage roles in the language, 
and do artything but parody it. That 
E. H. Sothern had succeeded in giving 
an interpretation 
worthy 
to rank 


among1 the few n'otable portrayals of 
the part, the critics were slow to ad- 
mit, 
some of them. But SotherrJ won 


his point, demonstrated his rare ge- 
nius, and has taken h:S rank among 
those who have added new meaning to 
the character.

ara unusual 
opportunity, 


therefore, 
for 
IStorth Adams theater 


goers, and octe which has been impos- 
sible till this season. Few cared to 
miss it, and the result was an audi- 
ence which left few vacant 'seats, and 
which ranked much higher than! the 
ordinary theater 
audience in intel- 


lectual appreciation. 


And there were none who were dis- 


appointed. 
The production!, in addi- 


tion to the individual work of Mr. 
Sothern, was such 
as 
infrequently 


takes to the road, surpassing, with 
perhaps one exception, anything that 
the local st^g-e has held. Mr. Soth- 
ern's rare stage judgment has invest- 
ed the play with every touch of art 
that can be conceived, so that his own 
work is given a fitting background. 
The stage settings were elaborate and 
beautiful, and the stage management 
apparently without a fault. 


It is unfortunate, in such, a produc- 


tion, to be compelled to call attention 
to any fault, and doubly unfortunate 
when this fault is local. But in jus- 
tice to Mr. Sothern. ankl his perform- 
anlce, it should be said that the sad- 
dest tragedy of the whole evening was 
in the murder of the music. If poor 
Ophelia went insane and plunged into 
the river, who can biame her? There 
was only mutilation of music that is 
in itself as effective and appropriateias 
could be imagirJed. It has been notice- 
able of late that the music at the thea- 
ter was not what should be expected^ 
but last evening was the culmination 
in this direction. It was the only blot 
'on an otherwise almost perfect pro- 
ductionl 


The curtain rose promptly at 7.50, 


taking some of the audience by Sur- 
prise, in spite of the announcement 
that this would be done, and the ghost 
had to compete with late comers for 
attention in his flrst scene. This early 
beginning wag seen to be quite neces- 
sary, however.as the performance was 
exactly four hours long, even with the 
promptest of work on the stage be- 
tween the acts arid, scenes. 


Mr. Sothern was warmly aplauded 


on his entrance, and this was fre- 
quently repeated during the produc- 
tion, 
although 
"Hamlet" is for the 


most part a play where applause seems 
out of place. The heartiest outburst 
waa in the play scente, where Hamlet 
watches for the effect of his strategy 
to assure himself that his uncle was 
the murderer of his father. Mr. Soth- 
ern's work here surpassed even the 
fiery intensity of his romantic ex- 
perience. 


It was in1 the quieter scenes and the 


soliloquies, however, that 
his 
most 


perfect 
conception of the part was 


manifest. It has been said that Soth- 
ern threw away tradition and built a 
"common-senlse" Hamlet. To a large 
extent he has done this, but to say 
thatha has completely thrown away 
tradition 
as 
a 
point in 
praise 


'of 
him 
is 
to 
say 
that tra- 


dition has built up a false con- 
ception of the character. And this is 
by no means true. For Hamlet was 
by no meanfe a common-sense man. 
He was farther from 
it than 
any 


other character in literature, perhaps. 
What Sothern seems to have done is 
to accept Hamlet as Shakespeare made 
him, 
played as a present day expres-i 


sion of emotion would call for, but not 
refusinlg to recognize in the character 
the emotions on which "tradition!" has 
based 
its 
interpretation. His work 


should 
be 
considered an evolution, 


rather than a creation at variance 
with the past. 


North Adams was- not so much in- 


terested m whether Hamlet was sane 
or not, as Sothern presents him, al- 
though on this pomlt Sothern's work 
is convincing- and clear cut, giving the 
character a distinctive force and mean 
ing that will lonlg remain with those 
who saw it. Local interest was in the 
interpretation as a whole. 
Sothern's 


Hamlet is realistic, the picture of a 
real man, keen, sane, but ineffective 
nrJder stress of such great emotions aa 
followed the revelations made by the 
ghost. 


Of 
the 
supporting1 pompanv. not 


much need be said. It was capable, 
but not strong. 
Miss Adelaide Keim, 


the Ophelia, was eminently satisfac- 
tory in her 
chief work irJ the mad 


scene, although before that she had 
shown few of the qualities- that do not 
exist in a flaxen hair doll with mova- 
ble eyes. 
Kdwin Varrey as Poloniua 


was excellent, as was Rowland Bick- 
stonb as the first grave digger. The 
Laertes- of Vincent Sternroyd was in- 
adequate, while the king and queen 
were not notable, although the queen's 
work in1 the chamber scene had some 
strength. 


But no one was disposed to criticize 


any shortcomings of the company in 
view of the general tone of the pfr- 
formance.and there was only one voice 
when the curtain fell on the funeral 
march, a sentiment that denoted com- 
plete satisfaction.
